3. The invention defined in claims 3 and 5 does not involve an inventive step in the light of: (i) RAMI 
LEHTONEN, JARMO HARJU: "Access network independent service control system for stream based 
service" PROCEEDING OF THE EUNICE 2000* 'Online!, September 2000 (2000-09), pages 1-8 and 
(ii) RAMI LEHTONEN, JARMO HARJU: " Distributed Service Platform for Managing Stream 
Services" SPRINGER VERLAG , BERLIN, HEIDELBERG*, 'Online! 2001, pages 660-673. These 
two documents when combined, as would be obvious to a person skilled in the art, disclose all of the 
features of the claims.
